Make Sere to Reach All Crevice* and 
Cracks with Thorough Applica- 
tion of Whltawaah.

Summer time Is the season of houae 
cleaning In the poultry yard.. To 
clean the chicken houae, take out 
roosts, drop boards, neat boxes, feed 
hoppers, etc., and brush down the 
walls. With a spray pump or white- 
wash brush, wash the Interior thor- 
oughly, and apply a coat of whitewash 
with 2 per cent of carbolic acid In 
the mixture. Make sure that you 
reach all of the cracks, crevices and 
knotholes. Remove the upper layer 
from a dirt floor and fill up with 
coarse sand or gravel. Wash the win- 
dows and muslin curtains and leave 
open to sun and air. 

Go over the house for openings that 
might make drafts, and repair them. 
Don't put lousy hens in a clean hen 
houae. If the weather Is warm a 
thorough washing In tobacco water, or 
a mild solution of sheep dip will kill 
the lire and not hurt the chickens. At 
any rate, treat them thoroughly with 
lice powder. Give the neat boxes a 
thorough scalding with hot soapsuds 
In which la a handful of salt to the 
pailful. Strong smelling disinfectants 
and louse killers should not be used 
about the nest boxes, as the odor is 
absorbed by the eggs, making them 
unfit for use. 

Brooders and coops which are of no 
further use this season should be 
thoroughly cleaned, disinfected and 
aired before being put away. Water 
vessels and feed troughs should be 
scalded dally.

I am a trucker and fruit grower and 
raise some chlckena and grow eoy 
beana and vetcbea to fit thla buatneaa. 

After potatoes we row rye and vetch. 
The next year we cut the rye and 
vetch for hay, aow soy beana, cut 
theae for hay. dlak and aow to rye 
and veinb and plow under the follow- 
ing aeaaon for some crop, eaya a 
writer In the Agrlculturlat. 

W« sometimes, after early potatoes, 
sow rye and vetch. Thla early sow- 
ing gives an immense growth of or- 
ganic matter to plow under next 
-Tring for sweet corn, melona or atraw- 
berrlea. Among the fruit trees we 
sow cow peas aa a cover crop, and 
these we l«t the chickens harveat 

I have talked with a number of 
seedsmen, and they all tell me that 
the sale of these seeds, la increaatng. 
I have been recommending farmers to 
grow soy beans for sale. On account 
of the scab germa of the potato get- 
ting into my aoll. I am thinking of 
dropping out some potatoes and put- 
ting In soy beans. So far, we hare 
used these soy beans for hay. 

All live stock take to this hay and 
thrive upon It. The soil on which. the 
beana are grown la Improved mechani- 
cally, and In Its nitrogen content, aa 
shown by the thrifty growth and dark 
green color of the leavea of plants fol- 
lowing the soya 

At the Ohio station they put Into 
the alio two loads of corn and one 
load of soy beans and find It an econ- 
omical feed for the production of milk. 
This changes the rotation to one of 
four years; corn, soy beana, wheat, 
clover, thus bringing In a legume ev- 
ery two years, where before (corn, 
heat and clover) the legume came 
tn once tn three years.

EXCELLENT AS WIRE SPLICER 



Neat and Strong Splice May Be Made 
by Uee of Little Instrument 
Shown In Illustration. 

The neatest and strongest splice 
can be made with thla little instru- 
ment. It la made of a atrap of Iron 
one inch wide and one-eighth Inch 
thick. One end la cut narrow and Is 
bent Into a hook large enough to flt 
neatly the largest wire to be spliced, 
aaya the Iowa Homestead. At the 
aides of this two notches are filed, as 
shown In Fig. 1. In Fig. 2 the aplioer 
la aeen in position on the wire. The 
arrow lndlcatea the direction In which

to turn to make the splice. A pair of 
large pincera or a vise should be used 
to hold the two wires between the 
coils while turning the splicer. In 
Fia- 3 the splice la shown as finished. 
The length of the handle may vary. If 
the splicer la to be used for net wire, 
pj cou.rse, the handle cannot be longer 
than the width of the meah. Other- 
wlae, afxjor aeven inches la about right 
for No. 8 wire, the length of th« handle 
should be reduced for the sake of con-

G000 USES FOR WHITEWASH 

Purifier la NeecJeo' In Poultry House, 
In Barns. Hog Pens and Other 
Places It Is Cheap. 

Everybody should know how to mix 
a good wbltewaah. It la needed in the 
poultry houae. In the ba^ns. looks well 
on the fences, hog peris. cTc. It la a 
purifier becauae It la an'lseptlc and 
deodorant. It la cheap, looks well, 
and when rightly made ami pal on la 
a good preserver. 

The standard "governr-.-nt white- 
wash" Is made an follow?: O'aek a 
half bushel of quick lime tn bolting 
water, keeping It Just OOTi r-vl with 
water during the proceas. P i . In this, 
tbel add a speck of salt dissolved. In 
vcv-m water, three pounds of g ooM 
rtea boiled In water to n thin pstte, 
one-half pound Spanish whl nnd a 
pound of glue together in warm water. 
Mix theae thoroughly ami 1st stand 
for a few daya. Apply hot Coloring 
matter can be added if dealred. Dry 
paint pigments are used for thla pur- 
pose. 

Another good outside whliewash ta 
made as follows: Slack a hall' bushel 
of lime In boiling water as described 
above. Add to this after s'.ralnlng 
two pounds sulpbate of sine and one 
pound aalt dissolved In water. If you 
want a cream color, add three pounds 
of yellow ochre, or any ahade may ho 
given the whitewash by adding differ- 
ent paint pigments.

No Kitty League Players Got 
$50 Awards Last Season. 

In looking over the i fficial records 
of the 1912 season it is clearly evi- 
dent that in the batting department 
at least the players have been far 
excelling past records. The reason 
for the unusually heavy hitting can 
be readily understood by sny regu- 
lar patron at any baseball parks 
throughout the country.
